VANCE WILL APPEAR IN CLOSED SESSION WEDNESDAY BEFORE SENATE 
FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE, MARDER NOTED, ADDING, "UNTIL 
NOW, PRESIDENT CARTER HAS ENJOYED WIDESPREAD SUPPORT AMONG 
SENATE NUCLEAR HARD-LINERS AND MODERATES FOR HIS ORIGINAL 
NUCLEAR ARMS PROPOSALS, WHICH WERE FLATLY REJECTED BY SOVIET 
UNION IN MARCH." 
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2. SYNDICATED COLUMNISTS ROWLAND EVANS AND ROBERT NOVAK 
SAID SENIOR PENTAGON OFFICERS ARE CONCERNED "ABOUT SUDDEN 
EXCLUSION OF MILITARY FROM SALT POLICY MAKING." EVANS AND 
NOVAK CHARGED THAT JOINT CHIEFS OF STAFF BRIEFED ONLY LAST

NO PART IN DEVISING NEW, SOETER STAND IN GENEVA."

MONITOR, SAID SALT 'MAY BE LAST CHANCE TO PREVENT WORLD 
EROM 'GOING NUCLEAR. ' STROUT SAID THAT WAS THRUST OE 
TESTIMONY GIVEN OVER PAST WEEKS BEFORE SENATE COMMITTEE ON

OTHER OUTSIDERS "TO REVISE THEIR PERCEPTION OP OUTSIDE 
WORLD AND PUT CHINA, NOT SOVIET UNION, IN ROLE OP PRIME 
DANGER TO GENERAL PEACE." WHY DO THIS ON MAY 14? HARSCH 
ASKED. ANSWER. "SALT TWO TALKS BETWEEN U.S. AND SOVIET 
UNION REOPENED IN GENEVA ON MAY 14. OBVIOUSLY, MOSCOW 
WANTED TO HAVE AMERICAN DELEGATION AT GENEVA AND ITS 
PRINCIPALS BACK IN WASHINGTON BE MORE UNDERSTANDING OP 
MOSCOW'S DESIRE TO KEEP CERTAIN WEAPONS WHICH WASHINGTON 
WOULD LIKE TO HAVE DROPPED PROM SOVIET ARSENAL. MOSCOW 
HAS LONG BEEN HINTING THAT MANY OP ITS STRATEGIC WEAPONS 
ARE INTENDED NOT TO MENACE UNITED STATES, BUT FOR 
'DEFENSE' AGAINST 'CHINESE MENACE."' HARSCH SAID CHINA IS 
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APPARENTLY ABOUT TO GO INTO WORLD MARKET FOR NEW AND MORE 
SOPHISTICATED WEAPONS. WHERE? "EITHER IN WESTERN EUROPE 
OR IN U.S.," HE SAID. "U.S. IS NOT YET A LIKELY SOURCE.... 

MOST LIKELY SOURCE, THEN, WOULD BE WESTERN EUROPE. AND 
WESTERN EUROPE IS SENSITIVE TO SOVIET DISAPPROVAL." HARSCH 
SAID PRAVDA MANIFESTO "MIGHT EASE SALT TWO TALKS WITH 
AMERICANS" AND IT COULD "DISCOURAGE WESTERN EUROPEANS FROM 

SELLING NEW AND SOPHISTICATED WEAPONS TO CHINESE." VANCE 
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
